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PROCEEDINGS. 


The  N.  E.  S'.  S.  Convention  of  the  N.  E.  Annual  Conferenoe  of  the  U.  A.  F, 
W.  Baptist  connection  convened  with  Rock  Spring  S.  S.  No.  23,  Thursday 
evening,  September  6,  1917,  at  8  p.  m.  Meeting  opened  with  devotional  exert 
cises.  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore  sang  hymn  No.  38  from  Zion  hymn  book.  Rev.  b. 
M.  Mills  came  forward  and  read  for  the  evening  lesson,  nine  verses  of  the  8th 
chapter  of  St.  John.  Bro.  Tony  Thigpen  addressed  the  throne  of  Grace. 
Music  by  the  choir,  "How  Sweet  the  Name  of  Jesus  Sounds."  After  which 
Rev.  B.  M.  K.  Stephens,  the  appointed  Introductor,  not  being  present  Rev.  P.  R. 
Wilson  was  appointed  alternate,  whoi  came  forward  and  chose  for  his  text: 
Escape  to  the  mountains  for  thy  life,  from  which  he  preached  one  of  the  best 
sermons  of  his  life.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon  Rev.  Is*aac  Heath  of- 
fered prayer.  Another  hymn  of  praise  was  sung.  After  which  Rev.  A.  H. 
Moore  and  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills  escorted  the  President,  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden,  to 
his  seat,  who  came  forward  and  made  some  timely  remarks  concerning  our 
Convention  and  read  to  us  the  daily  program,  then  asked  for  a  collection  and 
raised  the  amount  of  three  dollars  and  sixty  cents.  After  the  collection  Rev. 
A.  H.  Moore  introduced  to  us  Miss  Mary  E.  Spell  who  came  forward  and  de- 
livered the  most  hearty  welcome  address.  Miss  Essie  Lee  Dawson,  of  Ayden, 
N.  C,  responded.  At  the  conclusion  we  were  assigned  to  our  homes. 

Benediction  by  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills.    Meeting  closed. 


FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 

Friday  morning  the  Convention  met  at  9  o'clock.  Opened  with  devotional 
exercises.  Rev.  P.  R.  Wilson  conducted  the  opening  by  using  hymn  "A  charge 
to  keep  I  have,"  etc.,  and  read  for  our  morning  lesson  a  part  of  the  123rd 
Psalm.  Rev.  S.  P.  Moore  offered  prayer.  After  which  Rev.  P.  R.  Wilson  sang 
another  hymn  of  praise  and  delivered  the  meeting  into  the  hands  of  the  Pres- 
ident who  came  forward  and  read  to  us  a  part  of  the  By-Laws,  and  after  some 
noted  remarks  declared  the  house  in  order  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  the  roll  of  officers  and  state  members  be 
called.  Motion  carried.  Before  calling  the  roll  the  President  thought  it  very 
necessary  to  first  call  the  list  of  schools  and  seat  the  delegates.    So  ordered. 

At  this  conclusion  Revs.  W.  S.  Gardner,  A.  W.  Williams,  K.  W.  Artis,  A. 
Freeman,  L.  K.  Daniels,  N.  Hardy,  6'.  Wilson,  E.  M.  Smith  arrived  and  made 
their  apology  for  being  absent  on  the  first  day  and  each  of  them  donated  ten 
cents  for  same. 

After  which  the  Secretary  began  to  call  the  roll  of  officers  and  state  mem; 
bers  and  collecting  dues.  The  President  asked  all  that  would,  whereas  they 
had  been  paying  twenty-five  cents  to  pay  fifty  cents.   The  majority  responded. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  N.  Hardy,  Rev.  W.  G.  name  be  erased  from  the 

roll.   Motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills,  Bro.  J.  T.  Brown  was  excused  for  not  being 
present  the  first  day. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Brown,  Bro.  H.  U.  Ellison  was  excused  for  his  ab- 
sence on  Thursday  evening.  » 

On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills,  the  name  of  Rev.  W.  F.  Rich  be  erased  from 
the  roll.   Motion  carried. 

At  this  conclusion,  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden  our  President,  invited  Rev.  W.  H. 
Hodges,  our  General  Moderator,  to  take  an  active  part  in  our  Convention. 

Next  in  order  was  the  appointing  of  the  various  committees. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills,  the  President  be  empowered  to  appoint  the 
various  committees.   So  ordered. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  adjournment,  after  the  assigning  of  homes,  the 
meeting  closed  to  reassemble  at  2:00  p.  m. 
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FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Meeting  opened  pursuant  to  adjournment  with  devotional  exercises.  Rev. 
A.  H.  Moore  opened  by  singing  Hymn  146  from  Zion  hymn  book,  "Another 
day  is  past."  At  conclusion  of  hymn  Rev.  W.  H.  Hodges  addressed  the  throne 
of  Grace.  After  which  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore  sang  another  hymn  of  praise  and 
delivered  the  meeting  into  the  hands  of  the  President,  who  came  forward  and 
announced  the  house  in  order  for  such  business  that  might  legally  come  be- 
fore it. 

First  order  of  business  was  receiving  the  reports  of  the  various  schools.  , 
On  motion  of  Rev.  N.  Hardy,  Sister  Emily  T.  Pender  was  excused  for  home. 
The  various  committees  were  set  to  work  at  which  time  the  Secretaries  began, 
to  receive  the  reports  from  different  schools,  during  which  time  the  doors 
of  the  Convention  were  opened  for  joiners.  Owing  to  our  General  Modera- 
tor having  to  leave  us  at  3:30  o'clock  we  called  off  from  our  business  to  listen 
to  his  lecture.  Bro.  W.  H.  Darden  sang  "Leaning  on  the  everlasting  arms." 
After  which  Rev.  W.  S1.  Gardner  introduced  to  us  Rev.  W.  H.  Hodges  who 
came  forward  and  after  a  timely  talk  chose  for  his  subject:  My  son  forget 
not  my  law,"  from  which  he  gave  us  a  wholesome  and  timely  lecture.  At  the 
conclusion  the  President  asked  the  Convention  to  rise  and  give  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Rev.  Hodges,  which  was  cheerfully  given.  Then  the  President 
asked  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore  to  take  up  collection.  He  came  forward  and  raised 
the  amount  of  $2.30. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  T.  Brown,  the  total  amount  was  given  Rev.  W.  H. 
Hodges. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  Rev.  P.  R.  Wilson  was  excused  for  home 
after  which  we  were  again  at  work  receiving  letters,  at  which  time  the  com- 
mittee on  Investigation  made  its  report. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills  the  report  be  received  and  adopted.  Motion 
lost. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  N.  Hardy,  Rev.  S.  Wilson  was  excused  to  go  home  to 
attend  quarterly  meeting.  % 

On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  V.  Ellison,  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills  was  excused  for  home. 

At  this  point  the  meeting  closed  by  singing  praises  to  God,  "Work  for  the 
night  is  coming." 


FRIDAY  NIGHT  SESSION. 

Meeting  opened  with  devotional  exercises.  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner  opened  by 
singing  hymn  "Lord  in  the  morning  thou  shall;  hear."  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  hymn  he  read  a.  part  of  the  111th  Psalm  for  our  evening  lesson.  Father 
J.  W.  Windley  addressed  the  throne  of  Grace.  Another  hymn  of  praise  was 
sung  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner  who  delivered  the  meeting  into  the  hands  of  the 
President,  who  came  forward  and  introduced  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  of 
the  Literary  program,  Bro.  Lewis  Blow.  Brother  Blow,  after  a  few  remarks, 
entertained  us  with  a  very  helpful  program.

8.  Address,  Who  are  to  be  the  future  leaders,  Miss  Inez  Hardy. 

9.  Address,  The  Negroes,  Miss  Rosa  Ellison. 

10.  Duet:  Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  Misses  Dawson  and  Daniels. 

11.  Recitation,  19th  chapter  of  Revelation,  Leaner  Wilson. 

12.  Solo,  Jesus  lover  of  my  soul,  Missi  Mary  E.  Spell. 

This  concluded  our  program,  after  which  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  delif- 
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ered  the  meeting  into  the  hands  of  the  President,  who  delivered  it  into  th^e 
hands  of  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner,  who  after  singing  song,  "Are  you  washed  in 
the  Blood,"  introduced  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  who  came  forward  and  chose  for  his 
text  the  25th  verse  of  the  11th  chapter  of  Hebrews,  from  which  he  preached 
a  powerful  sermon.  Our  hearts  were  made  to  feel  glad.  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner 
sang  "You  had  better  make  a  move,"  and  opened  the  doors  of  the  church, 
and  afterward  delivered  the  meeting  into  the  hands  of  the  President,  who 
introduced  the  Public  Collector,  Rev.  A.  H.  Mcore,  who  came  forward  and 
raised  the  amount  of  $13.00. 

After  assigning  homes  meeting  closed  by  singing  hymn  "A  charge  to  keep 
I  have." 


SATURDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 

Rev.  L.  K.  Daniels  conducted 
the  opening  by  using  hymn,  "There  is  a  fountain  filled  with  blood,"  and  then 
read  for  our  morning  lesson  eleven  verses  of  the  18th  chapter  of  Numbers. 
Rev.  J.  W.  Windley  offered  prayer.  Rev.  S.  K.  Daniels  led  another  hymn  of 
praise  and  then  delivered  the  meeting  into  the  hands  of  the  President  who 
after  a  short  and  timely  talk  announced  the  house  in  order  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  the  conclusive  roll  of  officers  and  State 
members  bewailed  and  absentees  noted.   Motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  the  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and 
approved.  So  ordered.  They  were  read,  appr6ved  and  adopted  with  the  nec- 
essary corrections. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  conclusion  of  receiving  the  reports 
from  different  schools. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  Prof.  B.  D.  Hildreth  and  Prof.  Fields  were 
granted  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  N.  Hardy,  Prof.  Hildreth,  President  of  Kinston  College, 
should  come  to  us  to  deliver  an  address  concerning  his  educational  work. 
He  came  to  us  and  delivered  a  most  helpful  address.  Response  by  Rev.  K, 
W.  Artis.  At  this  conclusion  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden  came  forward  and  encouraged 
the  work  and  then  proceeded  to  our  work. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  T.  Brown,  Sister  Nancy  Cannon  was  excused  for  home. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  T.  Brown,  Rev.  Smith  and  Sister  Mary  Joyner  was 
excused  for  home. 

Next  was  the  report  of  the  various  committees. 

Committee  on  Temperance  made  their  report  which  was  received  and 
adopted.    (See  report.)  i 

Committee  on  Condolence  made  their  report,  which  by  motion  of  Rev.  R. 
W.  Brown,  was  received  and  adopted.    (See  report.) 

Committee  on  Education  made  their  report.  On  motion  of  Rev.  N.  Hardy, 
the  report  was  received  and  adopted.    (See  report.) 

Committee  on  Investigation  reported  not  any. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  made  their  report.  On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  W. 
Brown,  we  receive  the  report  on  resolutions  by  sections.  They  were  received 
and  adopted. 

The  time  for  adjournment  having  arrived  we  adjourned  to  reassemble  at 
2:00  p.  m. 


SATURDAY  EVENING  SESSION. 

Meeting  opened  at  2:00  p.  m.  with  devotional  exercises.  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner 
led  in  singing  "I  am  glad  salvation  is  free."  Rev.  Isaac  Heath  invoked  the 
divine  blessings.  Another  hymn  of  praise  was  sung  and  house  was  announced 
in  order  for  business. 
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Next  onder  of  business  was  the  report  of  the  missionary.  The  report  was. 
received.  . 

Oa  motion  of  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  SisterBertha  Daniels  was  paid  her  expenses 
for  her  work  and  the  same  charged  to  the  pastor  of  the  church. 

Rev.  Fields  made  his  report  on  his  missionary  work  and  it  was  received. 
After  which  an  Auditing  Committee  was  appointed  and  set  to  work. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Motfre,  the  indebtedness  of  this  Convention  be  paid 
off.    So  ordered. 

At  this  point  of  business  the  Auditing  Committee  made  theiu  report  which 
was  received  and  adopted.    (See  report.) 

Next  in  order  of  business  was  the  delegates  to  our  Annual  Conference. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  S\  Gardner,  Sister  Bertha  Daniels  should  be  our 
Frateimal  delegate  and  she  should  be  allowed  $1.50  per  day  arid  railroad  fare. 
Motion  carried. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  J.  W.  C.  Smith,  Sister  Essie  Lee  Dawson  should  be  our 
alternate.    Motion  prevailed. 

Next  business  for  us  was  to  decide  the  next  place  for  our  Convention.  Many 
churches  asked  for  it  1ml  Wilson  being  the  lucky  one,  the  next  Convention 
will  convene  with  the  School  of  Wilson  Chapel,  Thursday  evening  before  the 
2nd  Sunday  in  September,  1918. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner,  Rev.  J.  W.  Windley  shall  be  our  Intro- 
ductor. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  J.  W.  C.  Smith,  Father  Harding  shall  be  our  alternate. 

Next  was  the  election  of  our  annual  officers.  The  same  officers  were  re- 
tained with  the  exception  of  two  of  the  trustees  who  did  not  meet  this  Cbn- 
vemtion,  namely,  Rev.  M.  K.  Stephens  and  Sister  Elora  Williams.  Revs. 
R.  W.  Brown  and  A.  H.  Moore  were  inserted  in  their  places. 

Next  in  order  was  the  appointing  of  missionaries. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner,  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown  be  our  General  Mis- 
sionary over  the  field 

Next  came  to  us  was  the  printing  matter.  On  motion  of  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis, 
the  minutes  be  printed  together.    Motion  carried. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown,  we  allow  $19.00  for  printing  the  minutes. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown,  Bro.  W.  H.  Smith  be  our  Compiler.  Motion 
carried. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  J.  W.  C.  Smith  the  Compiler  was  allowed  $4.50. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  the  press  was  allowed  $15.00. 
On  motion  of  the  President,  the  good  people  were  given  a  vote  of  thanks 
f<#  their  kindness.   After  which  the  Convention  closed  with  a  hymn  of  praise 
and  good  feelings  towards  one  another.    May  God  bless  us  all  and  enable  us 
to  meet  each  other  again  in  Wilson,  N.  C,  September,  1918.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The  N.  E.  S.  S.  Convention  of  the  N.  E.  Annual  Conference 
of  the  U.  A.  F.  W.  Baptist  Connection,  convened  with  Lebanon 
S.  S.  No.  7,  Thursday  night,  September  7th,  1922,  at  8  p.  m. 

Meeting  opened  with  devotional  exercises,  Rev.  P.  G.  Chap- 
man conducting  opening.  He  led  in  singing  Hymn  No.  3, 
found  in  Zion's  Hymn  Book:  "Oh,  For  a  Heart  to  Praise  My 
God",  and  read  for  our  Scripture  lesson  seven  verses  of  the 
3rd  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians,  after  which  Rev.  E.  S.  Hargrove 
addressed  the  throne  of  grace.  Then  music  by  the  choir,  Hymn 
No.  92,  "Love  Divine."  At  the  conclusion  of  this  hymn  Rev. 
Chapman  came  forward  and  introduced  to  us  our  introductor, 
Rev.  E.  D.  Burney,  of  Farmville,  N.  C.  Rev.  Burney  came 
forward  and  after  a  few  preliminary  remarks  chose  for  his 
text  the  24th  and  25th  verses  of  the  7th  chapter  of  St. 
Matthew,  reading  thus:  "Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these 
sayings  of  mine  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise 
man  which  built  his  house  upon  a  rock:  And  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  flood  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that 
house;  and  it  fell  not:  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock."  From 
this  text  he  preached  a  most  powerful  and  beneficial  sermon. 
He  admonished  us,  as  seekers  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  to  dig 
deep  in  the  soil  of  Gospel  truth  and  find  the  rock  of  ages  and 
build  thereon.  Our  hearts  were  made  to  feel  glad.  It  was  as 
mana  to  the  hungry  soul  and  to  the  weary  rest.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  this  sermon,  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills  offered  prayer.  Music 
by  the  choir.  Then  Rev.  P.  T.  Chapman  lead  in  singing  another 
hymn  of  praise  and  the  doors  of  the  church  were  opened,  inviting 
some  lone  wanderer  to  enter  this  fold  of  peace  and  joy.  No 
one  heeded  the  earnest  call.  Following  this,  Rev.  Chapman 
introduced  to  us  the  Minister  of  Ceremony  for  the  night,  Miss 
Essie  Lee  Dawson,  who  came  forward  and  entertained  us  with 
the  following  program: 

Welcome  address  in  behalf  of  the  Sunday  School — Miss 
Fannie  B.  Williams. 

Welcome  address  in  behalf  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  church 
— Bro,  B.  F.  Jones. 

Solo — Master  Isaac  Willis. 

Welcome  address  in  behalf  of  the  town-— Mr.  A.  L.  Brown. 
Duet — Misses  Inez  Suggs  and  Esther  M.  Braxton. 
Response — Rev.  E.  S.  Hargrove. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  most  excellent  program,  the 
meeting  was  delivered  into  the  hands  of  our  most  honorable 
President,  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden,  Rev.  Darden  being  escorted  to 
his  chair,  came  forward  and  gave  us  some  very  timely  and 
encouraging  remarks,  especially  along  the  lines  of  Sunday  School 
and  the  great  work  that  our  convention  is  doing.   He  then  intro- 
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duced  to  us  our  honorable  Vice-President,  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills. 
Rev.  Mills  came  forward  and  also  gave  us  some  very  encour- 
aging remarks.  At  the  conclusion  of  this,  Rev  Darden  came 
forward  and  asked  for  a  liberal  offering  and  proceeded  to  raise 
the  amount  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00.) 

At  this  conclusion,  we  were  assigned  to  our  different  homes. 

Meeting  closed  by  use  of  doxology,  led  by  the  choir,  until 
Friday  morning  at  9  a.  m.    Benediction  by  Rev.  P.  T.  Chapman. 

FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

Friday  morning  the  convention  met  and  opened  at  9  a.  m. 
Devotional  exercises  led  by  Rev.  H.  R.  Barber.  He  led  in 
singing  Hymn  No.  23,  found  in  Zion's  Hymn  Book,  ''Amazing 
Grace  How  Sweet  It  Sounds,"  and  read  for  our  morning  lesson 
five  verses  of  the  15th  chapter  of  our  Lord's  Gospel  according 
to  St.  John.  After  which  Rev.  Noah  Hardy  offered  prayer, 
invoking  the  blessings  of  God  upon  us  and  our  meeting.  Then 
a  second  hymn  of  praise  was  sung,  "Oh,  God,  Thou  Has  Been 
Our  Help."  Then  the  meeting  was  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
the  President,  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden,  who  came  forward  and 
gave  us  a  very  timely  lecture,  urging  us  to  go  forward  with  the 
business  of  the  meeting;  admonishing  us  to  carry  out  the  meet- 
ing in  love  and  union,  letting  a  spirit  of  Christian  love  and 
harmony  prevail  among  us;  also  suggested  that  we  take  as  our 
watchword,  "Unity." 

The  President  then  asked  the  Vice-President  to  say  just  a 
few  words  of  encouragement  to  this  grand  body  assembled  for 
the  purpose  of  expediting  business  for  the  betterment  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  throughout  the  northeastern  section  of  our 
Annual  Conference.  He  readily  responded.  At  the  conclusion 
of  which  the  President,  after  a  few  more  preliminary  remarks, 
proceeded  to  read  the  constitution  and  by-laws  governing  the 
convention,  and  made  a  few  necessary  remarks  concerning  the 
same;  read  the  program  for  the  day's  work  and  declared  the 
house  in  order  for  business. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  to  call  the  roll  of  officers. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  seconded  by  Rev.  H.  R. 
Barber,  that  the  roll  of  officers  be  called  to  find  the  number  of 
vacancies  and  proceed  to  fill  them;  also  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  meeting  be  read.  Motion  carried.  Roll  of  officers 
was  called  and  vacancies  filled. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read,  received 
and  adopted. 

Next  order  of  business  was  to  call  the  roll  of  officers  and 
state  members  and  collect  dues  from  the  same.  Roll  was  called, 
majority  responded. 

At  this  time,  Rev.  E.  D.  Burney,  Misses  Josephine  Wilson, 
Nellie  Ellison  and  Nora  Murphy  and  Rev.  A.  Freeman  having 
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arrived,  paid  a  fine  of  ten  cents  (10c.)  each  for  tardiness. 

Next  order  of  business  was  the  appointment  of  the  Cre- 
dential Committee. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  seconded  by  Rev.  E.  D. 
Burney  that  the  President  be  empowered  to  appoint  the  various 
committees  needed  from  time  to  time  during  this  meeting. 
Motion  was  carried. 

At  this  time,  the  President  proceeded  to  appoint  a  Cre- 
dential Committee.  The  following  persons  were  appointed  by 
the  President  to  serve  as  this  committee:  Rev.  E.  S.  Hargrove, 
Rev.  P.  T.  Chapman,  and  Sister  Ella  Gardener.  These  immed- 
iately withdrew  to  begin  work. 

At  this  time  the  question  arose  as  to  whether  Rev  J.  W. 
Windley  should  be  excused  from  paying  state  dues  at  the 
present  time,  on  account  of  ill  state  of  health.  A  motion  was 
cast  for  the  same. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Noah  Hardy,  seconded  by  Bro.  J.  T. 
Brown,  that  Rev.  J.  W.  Windley  be  excused  from  paying  state 
dues  for  the  present  time.    Motion  carried. 

At  this  time  Rev.  Isaac  Heath,  Rev.  A.  W.  Williams  and 
Rev.  W.  S.  Gardener  arrived  and  proceeded  to  pay  a  fine  of 
ten  cents  (10c.)  each  for  tar-diness. 

At  this  conclusion,  the  President  arose  and  introduced  to 
the  convention  Rev.  E.  M.  Hill,  of  LaGrange,  N.  C,  Moderator 
of  the  N.  W.  Annual  Conference,  and  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  of 
Kinston,  N.  C,  Moderator  of  the  N.  E.  Annual  Conference. 
He  then  invited  them  to  a  seat  of  honor.  Rev.  Hill  was  given 
a  hearty  welcome  and  was  asked  to  play  an  active  part  in 
helping  us  to  carry  out  the  business  of  this  convention. 

Rev.  H.  D.  Jackson  and  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown  having  arrived 
at  this  time,  proceeded  to  pay  a  fine  of  ten  cents  (10c.)  each 
for  tardiness. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Noah  Hardy,  seconded  by  Rev.  R.  W. 
Brown,  that  the  committee  on  Credentials  make  their  report. 
Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Credentials  made  their  report.  (See  report.) 
This  report  was  adopted. 

Next  the  roll  of  delegates  was  called  and  the  doors  were 
opened  for  joiners. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  appointment  of  the 
various  committees. 

The  President  being  empowered,  proceeded  to  appoint  the 
various  committees  and  fully  explained  or  outlined  the  work  of 
each  committee.  These  immediately  took  their  respective  places 
to  begin  work. 

At  this  time  the  question  arose  about  the  non-appearance 
of  our  minutes  for  the  last  session  of  the  convention,  which 
convened  with  Patrick  Chapel  S.  S.  No.  11,  September  8th, 
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1922.  The  secretary  arose,  gave  reasons  for  failing  to  send 
out  the  minutes  and  also  suggested  that  the  minutes  for  the 
year  of  1921  and  1922  be  printed  in  one.  Her  reasons  were 
accepted  by  the  convention. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown,  seconded  by  Rev.  H.  D. 
Jackson,  also  amended  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  that  the  financial 
receipts  and  the  report  of  the  Resolution  Committee  of  the 
session  held  with  Patrick  Chapel  S.  S.  No.  11,  September  8th, 
1922,  be  combined  and  printed  with  the  minutes  of  1922,  the 
present  session.    Motion  carried. 

At  this  time  Rev.  Fred  Gardener  arrived  and  was  fined 
ten  cents  (10c.)  for  being  absent  at  the  roll  call,  and  proceeded 
to  pay  the  same. 

At  this  conclusion,  we  called  off  from  our  regular  routine  of 
business.  Our  President  came  forward  and  in  a  very  timely 
manner  spoke  of  the  great  thing  that  should  effect  and  interest 
all  of  us  as  members  of  the  great  F.  W.  B.  Connection,  "Our 
Million  and  Half  Dollar  Drive."  He  then  introduced  to  us  Rev. 
K.  W.  Artis,  our  worthy  Moderator  of  the  N.  E.  Annual  Con- 
ference. Rev.  Artis  came  forward  and  fully  explained  to  us 
the  methods  and  plans  for  the  drive;  the  budgets  allotted  to 
each  branch  of  our  connection.  He  spoke  fully  of  the  great 
financial  crisis  we  are  now  facing  and  told  us  just  how  we 
should  be  up  and  doing  to  make  the  great  sacrifice  that  our 
church  and  worthy  cause  demanded  of  us.  He  urged  us  to 
put  forth  every  effort,  work  unceasingly  and  raise  the  budget 
allotted  to  us  as  one  of  the  branches  of  the  great  F.  W.  Baptist 
Connection  and  thereby  help  foster  the  great  work  our  church 
has  to  do. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  lecture,  the  President  introduced 
to  us  Rev.  E.  M.  Hill,  the  worthy  Moderator  of  the  N.  W. 
Annual  Conference.  Rev.  Hill  came  forward  and  readily  respond- 
ed to  what  Rev.  Artis  had  said.  He  spoke  freely  of  the  great 
lack  of  unity  and  harmony  in  our  church,  which  is  the  great 
draw  back  to  our  connection ;  and  admonished  us  to  help  rule  out 
this  great  hindrance  to  the  success  of  our  drive.  He  admonished 
us  to  get  on  one  accord,  work  together,  pray  and  work  without 
ceasing  and  put  forth  every  effort  to  foster  the  great  work  of 
our  church.  And  if  that  loving  and  harmonious  spirit  prevails 
amongst  us,  and  union  be  our  outstanding  guide  post,  and  we 
pray  and  work  toward  the  one  great  goal,  there  will  be  no  failure 
for  us,  but  success  will  crown  our  every  effort.  With  these 
words,  "Let  us  cultivate  union,  be  up  and  doing  and  work  with 
untiring  zeal  for  our  great  church  and  worthy  Connection/' 
he  concluded. 

At  this  time,  by  request,  the  members  and  delegates  of  this 
convention  rose  and  extended  to  Rev.  Artis  and  Rev.  Hill  a 
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vote  of  thanks  for  the  many  worthy  and  helpful  remarks  they 
had  given  us. 

The  President  then  arose  and  read  the  program  for  the 
evening. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  adjournment,  we  adjourned 
until  2  p.  m. 

FRIDAY  EVENING  SESSION 

Meeting  opened  pursuant  to  adjournment,  Rev.  A.  W.  Wil- 
liams conducting  opening.  He  led  in  singing  Hymn  No.  185, 
found  in  Zion's  Hymn  Book,  "Let  Strife  Forever  Cease."  Rev. 
A.  Freeman  offered  prayer,  after  which  another  hymn  of  praise 
was  sung,  "Come  By  Here,  Lord,"  etc.,,  and  the  meeting  was 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  President.  He  arose  and  an- 
nounced the  house  in  order  for  the  business  of  the  evening. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  to  call  the  roll  of  the  various 
committees.    So  ordered.    They  set  to  work. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  to  receive  the  report  of  the 
different  schools  and  new  schools. 

At  this  conclusion,  we  called  off  from  our  regular  work 
for  a  general  round  table  discussion.  Many  helpful  and  en- 
couraging remarks  were  given  by  different  members  of  the 
convention. 

At  this  time  the  President  came  forward  read  the  program 
for  the  night,  and  announced  that  the  hour  had  arrived  for 
adjournment. 

Benediction.    Meeting  closed  until  7 :30  p.  m. 

FRIDAY  NIGHT'S  SESSION 

Meeting  opened  at  7 :30  p.  m.  with  devotional  exercises. 
Rev.  W.  H.  Darden  conducting  opening.  Music  by  the  choir. 
Hymn  No.  3,  "Oh,  For  a  Heart  to  Praise  My  God."  Rev.  K.  W. 
Artis  came  forward,  selected  and  read  for  our  evening  lesson 
10  verses  of  the  23rd  Chapter  of  Isaiah.  Rev.  J.  L.  Harding 
addressed  the  throne  of  grace.  Music  by  the  choir.  Hymn  No. 
65,  found  in  "Voice  of  Praise,"  "Oh,  For  a  Closer  Walk  With 
God."  At  the  conclusion  of  this  hymn,  Rev.  Darden  introduced 
the  mistress  of  ceremony  for  the  night,  Miss  Inez  Hardy,  who 
came  forward  and  entertained  us  with  the  following  program:

At  the  conclusion  of  the  above  program,  the  meeting  was 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  President,  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden.

He 
vividly  explained  to  us  the  call  that  is  being  sent  out  today  by 
the  greatest  captain  that  ever  voiced  a  call,  and  that  is  Captain 
Humanity.  It  is  calling  to  each  of  us  to  get  up  and  fight.  We 
are  living  in  a  marvelous  age,  an  age  that  demands  the  prepared 
boy  and  girl,  and  if  we,  the  members  of  the  grand  U.  A.  F.  W. 
Bapstist  Connection,  are  to  be  a  necessity  of  this  age,  surely 
we  must  get  up  and  fight.  We  then  must  make  our  school  so 
as  to  prepare  our  boys  and  girls.  0,  heed  the  clarion  call! 
Let  us  not  rest  contented  until  we  have  made  our  school  just 
what  it  should  be.  It  will  be  a  credit  to  our  church,  our  race, 
and  a  blessing  to  humanity. 

At  this  conclusion,  we  were  assigned  to  our  different  homes.

Meeting  closed  until  Saturday  morning  at  9  a.  m.

Committee  on  Easter  Day  Money  made  their  report.  (See 
report.) 

Committee  on  Publishing  House  Funds  made  their  report. 
(See  report.) 

Committee  on  Superintendents'  and  Teachers'  Tax  made 
their  report.    (See  report.) 

Financial  Report  of  funds  received  on  drive  was  made.  (See 
report.) 

Committee  on  Finance  made  their  report.    (See  report.) 
The  different  Missionaries  made  their  reports.     (See  re- 
ports.) 
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These  reports  were  received  and  adopted. 

At  this  point  of  business,  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  secretary  of 
the  Literature  Department,  made  his  report.     (See  report.) 

He  was  highly  commended  by  the  entire  delegation  for  pre- 
senting such  an  excellent  report. 

Committee  on  Education  made  their  report.    (See  report.) 

On  motion  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown  this  report  was  received 
and  adopted. 

Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  made  their  report.  (See 
report.) 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  this  report  was  received 
and  adopted. 

Committee  on  Condolence  made  their  report,    (See  report.) 
On  motion  by  Rev.  H.  D.  Jackson,  this  report  was  received 
and  adopted. 

Committee  on  Resolution  made  their  report.    (See  report.) 

Motion  prevailed  that  these  resolutions  be  received  in  sec- 
tions.   So  ordered. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis,  Section  22  was  received 
and  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Williams  that  Section  23  be  re- 
ceived and  adopted.    Motion  lost. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  Section  23  was  erased  from 
the  list  of  resolutions. 

On  motion  by  Bro.  R.  W.  King  Section  24  was  received  and 
adopted. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  that  Rev.  J.  I.  Harding  be 
exempted  from  all  special  duties  of  this  convention  and  be 
placed  on  the  honorary  list.    Motion  carried. 

Auditing  Committee  made  their  report.    (See  report.) 

Next  in  order  was  the  report  of  the  Trustee  Board.  They 
reported,  "All  is  well." 

On  motion  by  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  that  the  expenses  of  the 
convention  be  paid.    Motion  carried. 

The  Auditing  Committee  being  empowered,  proceeded  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  convention. 

Next  order  of  business  was  a  place  for  the  next  session 
of  this  convention  to  be  held. 

Several  schools  asked  for  the  convention.  The  following 
schools  were  contestants:  English  Chapel  No.  3,  Poplar  Hill 
No.  5,  Beach  Grove  No.  9,  Haddock  Chapel  No.  10,  Rising  Star 
No.  26,  Moys'  Chapel  No.  38.  But  all  the  schools  withdrew  and 
left  the  contest  between  Beach  Grove  and  Rising  Star.  Votes 
were  cast  for  the  same,  and  after  a  very  tight  contest,  votes 
were  found  to  be  14  to  13  in  favor  of  Rising  Star.  We  will 
meet  with  Rising  Star  S.  S.  No.  26,  Wednesday  night  before  the 
second  Sunday  in  September,  1923. 

Next  order  of  business  was  the  election  of  our  annual 
officers. 


On  motion  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown  that  our  present  staff  of 
officers  be  retained.    Motion  lost. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  votes  were  cast  for  the 
President. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Darden  and  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardener  were  con- 
testants for  Presidency.  Votes  were  14  to  9  in  favor  of  Rev. 
W.  H.  Darden.  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden  shall  be  our  President  for  the 
next  ensuing  term. 

Rev.  L.  M.  Mills  and  Rev.  A.  W.  Williams  were  nominated 
for  Vice-President. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  H.  D.  Jackson,  the  nomination  closed 
on  the  two.

Carried.  • 

On  motion  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  Sister  Mary  L.  Chapman 
was  elected  as  Fraternal  Delegate  to  our  Annual  Conference. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore,  seconded  by  Rev.  H.  D. 
Jackson,  that  the  delegates  be  allowed  seven  dollars  ($7.00)  for 
expenses.    Motion  carried.  < 
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At  this  time  the  needs  of  our  school,  Kinston  College,  were 
brought  before  us.  Some  very  strong  and  helpful  remarks  were 
made  by  several  members  of  this  convention  concerning  the 
donations  that  should  be  made  to  it.  Prof.  L.  E.  Rasbury  and 
Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  especially  urged  us  to  do  all  we  could  for  the 
betterment  of  our  school. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  H.  D.  Jackson,  fifty  dollars  ($50.00) 
were  donated  to  Kinston  College.  . 

At  this  time  we  remembered  the  proverb,  "Be  kind  and 
gentle  to  those  who  are  old,"  and  raised  the  amount  of  three 
dollars  ($3.00)  and  donated  it  to  Father  J.  I.  Harding. 

So  ended  the  business  of  this  convention. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Darden,  the  President,  came  forward  and  made 
some  very  timely  farewell  remarks.  In  behalf  of  the  convention 
he  thanked  the  good  people  of  Ayden  for  their  kindness  and 
hospitality  extended  to  us  during  our  stay  there,  after  which  he 
lead  in  singing  for  the  closing  ode,  "Together  Let  Us  Sweetly 
Live."

For  Year  of  1921 

To  the  Thirteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  U.  A.  F.  W.  Baptist 
S.  S.  Convention: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Resolutions,  desire  to  make  the 
following  report: 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  resolved:  That  this  Convention  shall  be 
known  as  the  N.  E.  S.  S.  Convention  of  th  U.  A.  F.  W.  Baptist 
Connection. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  resolved:  That  the  officers  of  this  Convention 
shall  be  known  as  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Assistant 
Secretary,  Treasurer  and  other  necessary  officers.  These  shall 
be  elected  annually. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  resolved:  That  each  Sunday  School  shall 
represent  to  this  Convention  by  paying  five  cents  per  head  for 
every  member,  and  ten  cents  per  head  for  every  officer  they 
report,  and  $2.00  for  literature.

Be  it  resolved:  That  the  President  of  this  Con- 
vention shall  appoint  ministers  to  preach  different  sermons 
during  each  session  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  16.  Be  it  resolved:  That  one-holf  of  the  dues  paid 
by  the  State  members  of  this  Convention  shall  go  to  help  the 
sick  and  distressed  members  of  this  Convention. 

Sec.  17.  Be  it  resolved:  That  a  special  donation  be  made  to 
Kinston  College  by  this  Convention  each  session  that  it  convenes. 

Sec.  18.  Be  it  resolved:  That  this  Convention  furnish  the 
Missionaries  a  certificate  showing  that  they  are  properly  author- 
ized S.  S.  Missionaries  of  the  N.  E.  Sunday  School  Convention.
